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CUKLYGRASS IN NEW YoRK STATE. — During* a recent 
collecting trip through the eastern tip of Long Island, my 
son, Andrew R. Moldenke, called me to a small cranbei*ry 
bog near Montauk, Suffolk County, to show me a large stand 
of curly-grass (Schizaca pus ilia). He collected material 
of it under his collection no. 38, dated July 23,19(10. 

Fernald, in the 8th edition of “Gray’s Manual of Botany’’ 
(1950), gives the distribution of this plant as “Nfld. and 
N. S.; Pine Barrens of N. J.”. Gleason, in the “New Britton 
and Brown’s Illustrated Flora” (1952 & 1958), records it 

from Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Goose County, Ontario, 
and New Jersey. 


It would appeal*, therefore, that this New York station is 
worthy of note. The iilant was growing in association with 
cranlierry, three species of sundew (Droscra intermedia, 
1). roUmdifolm, and D. filifonnis), and marsh St. Johnswort 
(Triadeunni virpinieuni). — HAROLD N. 
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
